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provided within the slot (see drawings 108/308/508). 


Accordingly, as can be seen in all the figures, each alleged illustrated species depicted in 
the drawings includes at least all of the features of at least each of above listed independent, 
generic claims. The remaining claims are either dependent claims or are independent claims 
which include all the limitations of the at least one generic claim. 

Thus, pursuant to Rule 141, all the current claims are proper and may be examined 
together in the subject application. 


In view of the foregoing remarks, Applicant submits that the issue raised in the 
outstanding Action has been addressed. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests favorable 
consideration of all the original claims and early passage to issue of the present application.
